The food we provide is either organic or local - both when feasible. We grow food in our own garden,
including blueberries and strawberries, melons, squash, lettuce, etc, without using artificial pesticides or
fertilizers. We inform all of our guests about our choices and the reasoning behind them.

- Train housekeeping staff on our process for optional linen service

- Purchase water- and energy-efficient washers and dryers

- Minimize the use of bleach and chlorinated chemicals

- Line drv linens whenever possible

Recycle

- Have in place clearly marked recycling bins or provide convenient drop-off locations for guests to
recycle:

- Glass Bottles

- Plastic Bottles

- Aluminum cans

- Steel cans

- Newspaper

- Office paper

Other items recycled by the facility:

- Printer/ copy machine toner cartridges

- Cardboard

Reduce solid waste

- Use bulk soap dispensers instead of individual soaps/shampoosin guest rooms
- Userefillable shampoo bottles rather than single-use bottles

- Instruct housekeeping staff to save and reuse unopened items

- Compost food waste and other compostables

- Have an effective food inventory control system to minimize waste

- Do not use any disposable containers, dishware, cutlery, or cups

- Use bulk soap dispensers in public restrooms

- Remove facility and staff names from junk mail lists when possible

- Reuse scrap paper for notes

- Reuse or donate shipping and packing supplies (peanuts, bubble wrap, etc.)
- Purchase recycled paper with a high-percentage recycled content

- Make double-sided photocopies and avoid making extra photocopies

- Use electronic correspondence and forms when possible

- Use green cleaning products that are dispensed in bulk

- Usereused building materials or those from sustainable sources

- Uselatex, low or no-VOC paints

- Properly recycle and/or dispose of thinners and solvents

- Perform preventative maintenance on all appliances, HVAC systems, plumbing, and vehicles
- Minimize use of pesticides and herbicides in landscaping

- Other Activities: Use cloth hand towelsin bathroom

Use water efficiently

- Perform preventative maintenance to stop drips and leaks

- Haveinstalled low flow toilets (use 1.6 gallons per flush or less)
- Have minimized our lawn area

- Haveingtalled rain barrels
